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Winnie the Pooh’s insatiable fondness for honey leads him on a series of new

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adventures through the Hundred Aker Woods tonight at 8 pm, as NBC-TV presents 
Winnie the Pooh and the Honey Tree in a special Thanksgiving Weekend special. 

The 30-minute special has Christopher Robin, Rabbit, Owl, Kanga, Roo and the 
ever-pessimistic Eeyore called upon to rescue roly-poly Pooh, who becomes wedged 
in a rabbit hole through which he no longer fits! 

It has always been impressive to learn that a motion picture epic was in the making 
for nearly three-years, employed some 10,000 people in the cast, and cost some four 
million dollars. This same type of statistical information for Winnie the Pooh and the 


Honey Tree is equally impressive. 


Originally released in 1966 for theater viewing, some 200 Disney artists used up 1.2 
million pencils in making nearly 100,000 final drawings of the individual characters. 
Another dozen painters created 110 colorful still backgrounds and 76 panoramic 
backgrounds. These were used in combination with the character drawings to produce 
32,000 single still paintings, at the rate of one per frame of film for the entire 1,995 feet 


of film! 


To paint the characters on the celluloid “‘stills,” the backgrounds and other anima- 
tion effects required 423 gallons of special paint prepared at the Studio in nearly 1,000 
hues and shades. This is enough paint to cover the outside of 100 average-size homes! 

The project began with Walt Disney’s desire to produce A.A. Milne’s internationally 
famous Pooh stories on film in 1946. The negotiations and legal hangups took 19 
years to resolve. The actual production time was two-years, at a cost of $1.3 million. 

And no matter how you look at it, that’s a lot of film for a 30-minute television 


special!
